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"There was a law passed by the 
state legislature, " Judge Light foot 
said this afternoon “that prohibits 
infant* under the age of 14, without 
t'ae consent of both i«rents. guardian 
and the county judge, from working 
iu any factory or mill. Since the law 
went ioto effect on the first of June 
seve ral have called on me to grant this 
i«*iia*ion. whioh I have refused. I 
think Uiat any man who is able to 
work and who will make or allow his 
infant daughter or son enter u|*>u such 
a life should not be accommodated to 
such an extent and 1 shall always re 
fuse such permission and applicants 
need not apply to me in this oapaoity. 
I have seen too muoh injury done, too 
many fingers and hands lost as a result 
of children being permitted to work at 
machinery ; and, again.it takes work 
away from men, and for these reasons 
I make my decision. "

Frankfort, Ky. . June 11— No stale 
bank organized and doing business 
! prior to 1893 will this year pav any 
| revenue in the way of taxation into the 
state treasury, thus reducing the gen- 
1 oral revenue fund for the year about 
'$80,000. Next year these satm insti- 
tutions will pay only about one fourth 
of the amount of taxes assessed against 
them, thus reducing the state revenue 
for 1MB by about $60,000. 

This reduction of stato revenue, and 
saving for the hanking institutions, 
was provided for by the general as- 
sembly at is recent session in the pass- 
age of.house bill 138, which is Chap- 
ter 1 of the published acts. It is en- 
titled ' an act to put the state banks 
aud trust companies on the tame foot- 
ing with the national banks of this 
state in referenoe to the overpayment 
' of taxes, " and is intended to refund to 
I the banks the money they i*id into 
j the treasury in excess cf the regular 
tax rate of 43 12 cents for the years 
1893, 1894, 1895 and 1896. 

The banks iiaul this exoeaa under the 
Hewitt law of 1886, in accordance 
with which they |>aid the state seven- 
ty five cents in lieu of all other taxes, 
and whioh act the supreme court de 
cided was *up*TCed«d by the revenue 
act of 1893. 

Auditor Coulter estimates that the 
state tanks have i«td into the treasury 
an excess of about $140,000, for which 
they were entitled to credit on future 
tax claims against them. 

This act of the general assembly 
becomes effective on June 18 next and 
tks taxes for the yea* nro due aud pay 
able July 1 next. The assessment of 
bauk taxes is, under section 4002 of 
tb* statutes, made on reports of De 
oember 31 preceding the assessment, 
which is made in March of each year. 
T&e taxes are due to be paid on July 1 
following, and is thus caught by the 
refunding act.
